Water on the Moon. 


Astronomer Puckering of the Howard 


observatory at Arequipa, Peru, has late- 
ly born making some interesting ob- 
servations relative to the presence of 
water on the moon. A writer, quoting 
from a bulletin oftha .French Astronom- 
ical society, says that over 35 nairovr 
ravines on the moon's- surface have been 
catalogued, and these are all regarded 
us bods of rivers from their resemblance 
to terrestrial water courses. There is no 
reason to suppose that these formations 
contain water at the present time, but 
the observer urgnes that the presence of 
a certain degree of humidity on the sur- 
face of the great satellite seems proba- 
ble. The observer affirms that no other 
satisfactory explanation than the exist- 
ence of water or a partially thawed fro- 
zen, region can account for the dark 
patches in the various craters or cre- 
vasses. That vegetation exists is uoc yet 
demonstrated, but the observers regard 
such a discovery as by no means unlike- 
ly.—Revue Saieutiliqno.
